Former Teacher 
In (02nd Year

Upland’s most aged and ven- 
erable citizen, Mrs. Marian T. 
Cochran, now in her 102nd year, 
while born in Illinois, really con- 
siders Upland her home. 

These days, Mrs.° Cochran, a 
former Upland school teacher, 
who instructed in their youth, 
such people as Mrs. R. H. Marr, 
Mr. and Mrs. James Paulin and 
Mrs. W. W. Mather, spends most 
of her time confined to her bed 
in the Euclid, Ave. Nursing home. 
She was getting around until last 
year when she suffered the third 
bad fracture since 1940. 

What is it like to have lived 
for more than 100 years? 

It’s wise not to be too curious 
about this question that has pas- 
sed through the thoughts of every 
thinking human. To have lived 
so long is in itself a wonderful 
thing, but to have attained that} 
age also means that one has 
suffered in comparison. It is a} 
state of great loneliness, for no 
matter how kind companions of 
the present are, those dearest and 
nearest companions have been 
gone a long time. 


LONG TALK 


I felt compassion and deep sad- |} 
ness when I talked to Mrs. Coch-| 
rna. As I bent over her she reach- 
ed out her hand to mine and for 
as long as we talked, her hand 
was warm in mine. Except for 
the wisdom of her eyes and her | 
unquenchable sense of humor, | 
which is very sharp, I felt the 
protective instinct one feels when 
being with a very appealing child. 
“How does it feel to have lived} 


Then she smiled and then I, 
thought she was going to cry. | 
“Living to be more than 100 
years of age is not greatly to| 
be desired,’’ she said. Then she 
paused for quite a while. ‘‘Peo- 
ple can do everything they want 
to do in much less than 100 
years’’. 

Both her eyes and her hearing | 
have failed, but her mind is keen 
and she has very clear memories | 
of the past. 





ILLINOIS NATIVE 


She was born on Dec. 11, 1853, 
in Warren Co., Illinois, in Kirk- 
wood, when it was called Little 
America. She was educated in 
Abingdon college and started to 
teach school at an early age. 
During her teaching career she 
taught in her home state, and 
in Iowa, Kansas, Oregon, Wash- 
ington and California. 

“T loved teaching’’, she said. 
“Mind you I wasn’t a good pri- 
mary teacher because I couldn’t 
sing and primary teachers must 
sing. I taught older students and 
adults. 

“T never had to ask for a post. 
They always came to me. When 
I was teaching in Iowa, the peo- 
ple in a school district in Illinois 
wrote to the school trustees and 
wanted me to go there. They said 
they would pay me whatever I

She continued teaching after 
she was married and Clifford L. 
Cochran, Jr. her only surviving 
son was born in Iowa before the 
family came west. They moved 
to Oregon in 1892 and Mrs. Coch- 
ran was on the staff of. Willamette 
university in Salem. Later they 
lived in Tacoma, Wash. There 
she taught in the Methodist col- 
lege and did some _ substitute 
work in Tacoma city schools. 
HERE IN 1901 

They came to California in 1901 
and her first teaching in Upland 
was in the old Upland grammar 
school on the corner of Ninth St. 
and Buclid Ave., diagonally 
across from the rest home where 
she is staying. Her second son 
Harold died in Upland in 1907. 

This school and .a school she 
later taught “in, known as_ the 
East 10th St. sehool, have both 
been demolished. 

When her husband died in 1921 
she left Upland and returned to 
Illinois. For 10 years she taught 
in the town of her birth. In 1931 
she returned to make her home 
in. Ontario, with her son and his. 
wife. . . 

She continued in good health 
until she broke her hip in 1940. 
Recovering from this injury she 
suffered a second hip break ‘in 
1945. She recovered sufficiently 
to walk. Last year she was walk- 
ing with the aid of a walker, but 
a fall caused a leg fracture and 
since that time she has been 
either in San Antonio Community 
hospital or the. rest home.

Whenever I leave the “Old 


Home Town’”’ with eyes and ears | 


open I learn something new -and 
interesting.
